by Dr. Charles A. Elsberg of the | 
Neurological Institute of New York. | 

The new device literally smells 
out tumors, Dr. Elsberg said last 
night in announcing his discovery 
at the New York Academy of 
Medicine. 


SAVES THOUSANDS H 

Dr. Frederick Tilney, director of | 
research at the Institute, and other 
neurologists described it as a means 
of saving thousands of lives yearly. 

Brain tumors long have been 
known to interfere with a person's 
sense of smell by pressing on the 
olfactory centres of the brain. At- 
tempts to create a “scent yardstick” 
have been baffled, however, by the 
variability among individuals and 
in the same person at different 
times, 


INJECT ODOR 

Dr. Elsberg said he had discover- 
@d this variability could be over- 
come by injecting an odor directly 
to the olfactory nerve while the 
patient held his breath. Under these 
conditions, he said, the quantity of 
scent required for recognition be- 
comes constant for norma] individ- 
uals. 

Using a simple apparatus which | 
pumps given quantities of an odor 
into either or both nostrils, be! 
found that in each where a brain 
tumor was present the minimum 
identifiable odor was greatly in-

The young 
fish after leaving the hatcheries go out to sea 
on their four-year long vigil to the Aretic. At 
the end of that time they return through 
Behring Straits to the place where they were 
born, to spawn and maintain the cycle of life 
processes. 

But to reacn the Fraser river the mature 
salmon must enter through the Straits of Juan 
de Fuca which divide Weshington from Van- 
couver island. From some native impulse the 
salmon shoals prefer the American side with 
its sandy bottom to the rocky Canadian side in 
returning through the straits. American can- 
neries have had immense traps built out on the 
sands. When the tide is high, these traps fill 
with thousands of the fat squirming fish which 
Canada had hatched for the benefit of the 
Fraser river gill-metters. Only # small per- 
centage of the fish reach the Fraser 

Canada has tried vainly increase the 
Fraser river fisheries by forbidding traps in 
Canadian water: It enforces Canadian 
fishermen a closed period of 48 hours each 
week to let the fish reach the spawning grounds.

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The Chest 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Within the chest area we include that por- 
tion of the body which is enclosed behind the 
ribs and breast-bone, and which extends be- 
tween the neck and the abdomen. 

The chest contains two of the vital organs: 
the heart and the lungs. The Jungs are the 
lowest part of the respiratory 
system, or the breathing sys- 
tem, which system also in- 
cludes the bronchial tubes, 
the wind-pipe and the throat 
and nose. Each lung is en- 
closed within a membrane 
called a pleura, and the 
pleural cavity is moistened 
with a serous secretion. The 
two pleurae encasing the two 
lungs are cut off from each 
other. The pleura is de- 
signed to fit the special circumstances under 
which the lungs must. work and it is due to this 
arrangement that the lung has room in which 
to move while breathing. The lung cavity is 
separated from the abdomen by the diaphragm, 
the large, flat muscle used in breathing. 


There are several disorders of the chest 
which are important, such as bronchitis, tuber- 
culosis, pneumonia and pleurisy. Two of the 
symptoms commonly associated with a chest 
involvement are cough and pain in the chest. 
Bronchitis may occur in either an acute or 
chronic form and refers to an inflammation of 
the bronchial tubes. The characteristic symp- 
tom of bronchitis is a cough which may be 
accompanied by a sense of irritation just un- 
derneath the breastbone. 

Probably the disease of the chest most feared 
by the average person is tuberculosis of the 
lungs or pulmonary tuberculosis. Tuberculosis 
develops insidiously and often the patient does 
not realize that the symptoms are due to a 
tuberculosis infection. The early symptoms are 
weakness, a slight cough, and perhaps a sensa- 
tion of heaviness through the chest. This disease 
is due to the activity of the tubercle in the lung 
tissue; however, although the germs of tuber- 
culosis are found in the lungs of many healthy 
persons, in the majority of cases, the resistance 
is high enough so that the germs do not become 
active. It is only when the resistance is lowered 
through those poor habits of living which induce 
enervation, that tuberculosis begins. Improper 
food, dissipation through late hours, lack of 
fresh air, lack of exercise, sluggish intestinal 
elimination—all of these are habits which may 
pave the way for tuberculosis to develop, pro- 
viding the patient has a tendency to weakness 
of the lungs. Certainly, there exists the tuber- 
cular diathesis, just as there exists the rheu- 
matic diathesis. 

Pneumonia is one of the most ‘important 
respiratory diseases. Lobar pneumonia gets its 
name from the fact that it usually starts in one 
lobe of the lung. Broncho-pneum6nia frequently 
results as a downward extension of the inflam- 
mation seen in bronchitis. Lobar pneumonia 
often subsides through crisis: a sudden change 
occurs which makes the patient realize that the 
worst of the danger is over. With the develop- 
ment of the diathermy, we have an effective 
way of treating pneumonia 

Pleurisy refers an inflammation a 
pleura, and is accompanied by an exudation of 
fluid into the pleural cavity. The patient com- 
plains of a sharp, stabbing pain which is made 
worse with each breath. The danger of pleurisy 
is the formation of adhesions, which will cause 
surfaces of the pleura to adhere. 

The fortunate fact about diseases of the chest 
is that they are preventable. With proper 
regard for good habits of living it becomes pos-

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sible to escape them. Fresh air, out-of-door 
exercise, correct food, a good posture and 
breathing properly will do much to build a 


sound, healthy chest.

On this date in 1775, Governor 
Guy Carleton arrived at Quebec 
from Montreal and began the de- 
fence of Quebec against the 
American invaders under Arnold 
and Montgomery.

MAYOR GETS HAND 


Mayor Joseph Andrew Clarke, 
who, as the last speaker at the 
Memorial Hall, made his final ap- 
peal to electors who will decide his 
fate at the polls Wednesday, was 
greeted with a roar of enthusiasm 
as he entered the hall in the dying 
moments of the meeting. When he 
ascended the platform to take a 
seat as the Civic Youth Associa- 
tion’s candidate for re-election to 
the mayoralty post, so noisy waxed 
the audience that it was several 
moments before ‘ the candidate 
speaking at the time could continue. 

There were a few hoarse boos, 
too, but Edmonton's “Fighting Joe 
Clarke” quashed these hecklers 
when he declared: “If you can tell 
me why a citizen who has given 
service here since 1902, and who 
has never accepted a dollar for 
himself or his family outside of his 
salary, should be booed, then I'm 
ready to retire!” 


LIVELY TIME 


F. J. Speed, Independent candi- 
date for mayor, was given a lively 
time at the Memorial Hall when 
such shouts as; “Good old Speed! 
Hurrah for Speed!” changed the 
next moments to such abjurations 
as: “Stand up straight on the plat- 
form, Speed!” “Take your hands out 
of your pockets!”

REDUCTION IN 
GASOLINE TAX 
BEING MOOTED

Strong probability of revision of 
, the fuel oil tax, with a likelihood 
| of the gasoline tax being reduced, 
was mooted in well informed gov- 
ernment circles on Wednesday. 

It was learned on reliable author- 
ity. that during the next month the 
government proposed to take under 
consideration the whole question of 
gasoline and other fuel oil taxes. 


ABOLISH REFUND 


There is a feeling in official 
circles that the refund for agri- 
cultural purposes should be abolish- 
ed. Under this scheme, those bene- 
fitting from the refund pay « tax 
of about one cent a gallon, while 
the government pays two cents in 
administration charges. In the past 
some allegations have been made 
that there have been abuses of this 
plan. 

The government is known to be 
considering this idea of wiping out 
the refund altogether. 

If this is done, there is hope that 
the gas tax may be reduced and 
little likelihood of it being increas- 
ed. 


RAISE DRIVERS’ FEES 


On the other hand, the govern- 
ment is also known to be consider- 
ing the probability of raising the 
drivers’ license fees. At present a 
drivers’ license costs 50 cénts and 
has no time limit. They are can- 
cellable for infractions of the law. 

Quebec has an annual fee of $5 
for these licenses and British Col- 
umbia a much higher fee than this 
province. Consideration is being 
given to bringing Alberta's fee 
more into line with other prov- 
inces,

The complaint alleged certain 
“acts and emoluments” on the part 
of Jack L. Warner and Albert, de- 
| scribed as being in complete con- 
trol of the motion picture company. 
| The corporate firms named are 
complained against specifically as 
having been the recipients “without 
consideration” of blocks of Ware 
ner Brothers stock, in Dec., 1928,
